■The di#cov«*ry was made seven miles 
from the shore of (Jknusgau lake, on the 
west side, and about nine miles from 
Okanagan landiug. It Is in auch a po¬ 
sition. Mr. McVittie declares, that it can 
bf rImJ economically, and a road mn 
be made to the lake of a two per cent, 
grade, les* than eight miles in length. 
The coal is found In what appears to lie 
an oUgoceue formation, which is a for¬ 
mation existing lietwccn the Ecorene and 
Miocene, all of comparatively recent geo¬ 
logical, date. The coal, nevertheless, is 
not lignite, but it is purely bituminous, 
very hard but buruing with little or no 
residuum. The place of discovery shows 
but little of the formation, it appearing 
clean cue between a tremendous thick- 
ness of basaltic rock* and on the other 
aide by a recent granite formation. Dr. 
Dawson, the eminent L'auadiau geologist, 
said in his map of this country that the 
foramtinn wag known.to contain scauis 
-of bituminous coal, but none of sufficient 
thlcknes* had been discovered to be of 
any commercial value. Mr. Dawson's 
assistant at that rime. Mr. McKvoy. now 
geologist for the Crow’s Nest Fas* Coal 
Company, also note* the same appear¬ 
ance. This is the ouly coal that has been 
found iu the neighliorhood. although 
tb<re$nve been some seams discovered 
In the Nitnilknmeen further west in the 
Nicola valley. At present there is no 
coal burned in that vlclnityl and wood 
Ih practically the only fuel.
